ment for China.

Tho Adjutant-Genci- al J. C. Bhof-ne-r

received from the State Agricul-
tural College, situated at Corvallis,
an application for seventy-liv- e

stands of cadet rifles.
One Chehalis county farmer has

already cut two crops of hay this
season, getting about six tons to the
acre, and if the season continues
good he expects to harvest another
crop.

Again reports come from tlio vicin-
ity of Saddle Mount 'tin of silver ore
ledges and finds of gold. Many are
positive thut free milling ore show-
ing both gold and silver, in paying
quantities, can be mined there.
